The machine will operate under «id 
conditions of heat and cold according 
to the inventor. 
Roth has lived in Brown County for 
59 years. 
His farm is about one and 
a quarter miles south of the Morgan- 
town-Helmsburg highway, five milcv 
south of Morgantown.

at “inventing” when not busy wit i 
his farm affairs. 
He milks six cow 
every night and saws wood every dav.
